William and the Czar. 

The Place of Meeting: to be Guarded 
by a Host of Russian Police— 
The Kaiser's Reception. 



Beuuk, Aug. 16.— The German ironclad 
[rene and the imperial yacht Ilohenzollern 
were sighted off Memel this morning. They 
stopped for Emperor William's dispatches 
,in,l then proceeded north for Ravel, where 
they are timed to arrive early to-morrow. 
A Russian squadron, consisting of is ves- 
sels, in command of Grand Puke Alexis, 
will fire a Baluto on the arrival of the ves- 
sels. Grand Duke Vladimar will re- 
ceive the Emperor upon landing, 
and the regiment of St. Peters- 
burg grenadiers, of which the Kaiser is 
honorary colonel, will form a guard of honor. 
The Emperor's stay at Ravel will be brief. 
The Czar desires him to go straight to St. 
Petersburg instead of landing at a place 
where German sentiment is so strong. The 
Kaiser was not loft in ignorance of the Czar's 
wishes, hut having expressed his determina- 
tion to see Rave!, in which he was interest- 
ed, he declined to alter his course. At 
noon he will start for Narva. The city is 
already decorated with (lags and garlands. 

A host of Russian police will guard the 
approaches to the villa whero the meeting 
between the Czar and Emperor will take 
place, and they will be ussistcd by fifty 
German police. Public traffic on the rail- 
way connecting Narva with St. Petersburg 
has been suspended, and the line will be 
used solely for official business during the 
coming week. The imperial conference, at 
which Chancellors Von Caprivi and de 
Uiera will be present, is expected to last 
over three days. If the Emperor fails to 
persuade the Czar toward a permanent 
policy of peace, the conditions to bo ar- 
ranged through a revision of the Berlin 
treaty by another European congress, offi- 
cial opinion is decided that very rapid de- 
velopments, tending toward a European 
conflict, are sure to follow.

NO UNCERTAIN SOUND IN THIS. 

Lord Salisbury's hast Dispatch to Mr. lilainu 

Relative to the Behring's Sea D-sputc. 

London, Aug. 10. — Lord Salisbury's Inst 
dispatch to Mr. Blaine, relative to the 
Behring's Sea dispute, hears the dato of 
August 2nd. After quoting from historical 
documents, the dispatch concludes: "i'lioie 
show that England refused to admit any 
part of the Russiam claim asserted in tho 
ukase of 1821 to the marine jurisdiction 
and the exolusivo light of fishing 
throughout the whole extent of thnt 
claim from the Bihring's Straits 
to the filst parallel. Also that 
the Convention of 1825 was regarded on 
both aides as a renunciation on the part of 
Russia of that claim in its entirety, and 
that Behring's Straits were known and 
specifically provided for. Behring's Sea 
was not known hy that name, but was 
regarded as pari, of l he Pacifio Ocean. Her 
Majesty's Government always claimed tho 
freedom of navigation and fishing in 
Behring's Sea outside tho limit of a marine 
league from the coast. It is impos- 
sible to admit that the right to fish and 
catch seals in the high sens can ho held 
to he abandoned by England, from the 
mere fact that for a certain number 
■ f years it h is not suited tho subjects of 
that nation to exercise their right. It must 
he remembered that the existence of British 
Columbia as a colony, and the development 
of that oolony's shipping interests aro com- 
paratively recent. if the United States 
government continues to differ with'Greal 
Britain as to the legality of the recent cap- 
tures, Her Mujosty'a government is ready to 
offer question at issue dependent thereupon 
to impartial arbitration.

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SHOW THYSELF A MAN ! 



Key. Mr. Rugrff Delivers a Practical 
Sermon to the Workingmen 
of Victoria. 



Hia ViewB on Organization and What 
it Should he— The Working- 
man's Responsibility. 



Rev. Mr. ltug£ preached to a crowded 
congregation Sunday evening on the 
labor question, taking for his text — 
I. Kings, ii. 2., '■ I go the way of all the 
•nrth ; be thou strong therefore and 
show thyself u man." Manhood is king, 
womanhood queen ; wearing a crown may 
■ot mean ruling a kingdom ; holding a 
sceptre does not always imply authority. 
The determinative quality is manhood. 
Without manhood ihe wearer of the 
•rown is but the puppt-t of another's will. 
Without manhood to hold a seeptre is as 
useless as to own a ship without a holm ; 
you may float around the harbor, but you 
oan never make a prosperous voyage. 
King David left Solomon, his son, the 
kingdom with all its accumulated wealth 
and military power, but ho recognizes 
that these do not constitute a king's 
greatness. That will depend on the man- 
hood of the king. Without manhood lie 
may belong to the royal family and by 
will of the father be seated on the throne, 
but he will not reign. With strongest 
manhood, though born in peasant cot and 
roared a shepherd lad, ho yet may come 
to rule a nation wrh undisputed sway. 
So David, in his final exhortation to his 
■on, beseeches him to .show himself a 
man. By manhood, he, the shepherd lad, 
same to the throne. By manhood's 
power must his son hold the throne his 
father won. lie must show himself a 
man. 

To-day themcn of truest manhood reign. 
It may not always so appear. Some- 
times weakness seems enthroned, vice 
and shame appear crowned, but if we 
could see back of the seeming, behold 
things as they are and not as they appear, 
we should find that sturdy manhood still 
holds the sceptre. Not seated on thn.nes, 
but ruling those who are ; not wearing 
crowns, but controling those who do ; 
not in the sight of the people, but of 
God they reign. True .manhood is the 
grandest Bight this earth displays. To 
develop true manhood is grander than to 
win a throne. To show one's self a man 
is better and grander than to wear a 
crown. Titles and honors without the 
enobled life are bubbles tilled with air. 
The grandest titlo God ever gave to 
humanity rested upon his manhood. 
And Ood said : " Let us make man in our 
imagine, after our likeness — and man be- 
came a living soul." It was Clod's crown- 
ing work, and tiie highest dignity to 
w hich this work could attain was truest 
manhood, "a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fullness of 
Christ." The development of this man- 
hood until it reaches the perfection of 
the ideal man is God's purpose. To be 
strong and show ourselves men is ilis re- 
quirement. All that helps to this end is 
to be commended. Because the three 
fold division of time into ecjual portions 
for labor, rest and development of truest 
manhood, thinking men are coming more 
and more to advocate it as the ideal con- 
dition. 

Whatever tends to the highest develop- 
ment of mankind belongs to the religion 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and as sucli 
becomes an appropriate subjeot for His 
ministers to discuss. From this point of 
view 1 desire to-night to consider the 
question of eight hours being tho ideal 
length of tho working day. 1 propose, 
iirst, to consider some of the reasons 
why such a request is made by the work- 
ingmen to-day ; and, secondly, some of 
tho means by which they can obtain that 
request. I speak upon this subject not 
only as a minister but also as a citizen 
who is interested in nil these great, eco- 
nomical questions so vitally affecting 
society to-day. One qualification i may 
have to-night for speaking to members of 
the Trades Assembly lies in the fact that 
my study of the question has been that 
practical one of a personal experience. 
When but a lad 1 left the farm and en- 
tered tho shop, and was advanced in 
position until I occupied the place of 
foreman. My knowledge has thus been 
experimental and practical. I have also 
examined the question front the point of 
view of the student, and, according to 
popidar estimation, from that of an out- 
sider. So, while this night i speak as 
requested as a minister, I trust my 
thoughts may boso formed from careful 
observation and practical experience that 
my words uiay, bu.,intellige; t and safe. 
Tho question of the importance of labor, 
its dignity and nobility I shall not con- 
sider at length. Its importance was Bet 
forth when the Creator ordained ii, 
the means by which man should 
obtain his daily bread. The dignity of 
labor was put beyond Cavil when Christ 
declared, " My Father worketh hitherto 
and I work." The patent of nobility 
was conferred on the labourer when the 
Prince of Heaven became the carpenter 
of Nazareth. The question is simply 
this, what proportion of time should bo 
givon to toil ! While not believing it 
possible to lix any unalterable law be- 
cause of vatying conditions, 1 do believe 
there are curtain general principles we 
may consider and from them draw our 
conclusion of the ideal to be sought. Tho 
physical nature of man demanding its 
proportion of rest ; the social, intellectual, 
ami spiritual faculties of man demanding 
their time for exercise and training seem 
to warrant us in concluding that the 
highest development of manhood cannot 
bo obtained if over eight hours are given 
to daily toil. 

Tho character of the ago in which we 
live makes this demand of the working 
men for shorter days of labor needful 
and timely. 

1. The haste of modern life demands 
it. We live in a fast age. It has been 
the ago of steam ; it is now the ago of 
electricity. Fifty years ago wo took six 
months to cross tho continent, now we 
take six days. Cities used to lie the 
growtli of centuries, now of months. 
Formerly great public enterprises woro 
tho work of generations, now we 
crowd them into a few brief weeks. Onco 
a man ranked us intelligent if he could 
read his biblo and sign his will. Now 



our children are crammed u Lth tho 
scionces. We livo, counting by attain- 
ments, moro in a year now than our 
grandfathers did in a decade. It takes 
nervous energy, life farce, to stand 
the work of living in this last half of tho 
19th century. In tho drive of daily work, 
lifo is drawn to u higher tension. Tho 
higher strain demands a longer re- 
laxation. 

2. Modern invention makes shorter 
hours of labor possible, and consequently 
the demand opportune. This needs no 
discussion. It is a well known fact that 
in nearly every sphere of labor man's utli- 
ciency is multiplied many fold by tho use 
of modern machinery. Socioty can well 
afford to give her workers more time for 
rest and study. 

3. The character of work to-day makes 
imperative tho demand for fewer hours of 
labor. Formerly, the an isau had variety 
in his work. Ho must learn every part 
connected with his trade. He must be 
ready at any timo to do any portion as- 
signed. One timo at this branch, another 
at that ; there was variety, change, de- 
manding thought tending to general de- 
velopment. Modern tendency has been 
to so divide the work as to make special- 
ists of the workmen. One man does the 
same thing over and over again, until it 
becomes a second nature, and ho works 
without, thought. Add to this the inven- 
tion of machines, that in many depart- 
ments of labor do away with all skill on 
the part of tho workman, making him in 
reality only a part of the machine he 
lends, and you see at onco the 
tendency of his work to dwarf bis man- 
hood. The lack of exercise of mind will 
cause it to shrivel, and shrink and die, 
and he will exist, having the form of 
manhood and lacking the power thereof. 
To counteract this modern evil of auto- 
matic labor there must be fewer hours of 
toil and more hours devoted to such exer- 
cise and study as shall develop true man- 
hood. 

•1. The responsibilities of modern 
nenship make needful shorter day sf 
labor. The wonderful growth of demo- 
cratic principles, and with them the in- 
creased privileges of the laboring man 
make necessary a corresponding increase 
of time for their improvement. The 
granting of a privilege is worthless witli- 
mt opportunity to enjoy. There must 
also be study that they may bo en- 
joyed intelligently or socially, or that 
which should be a blessing will prove a 
curse. 

In this demand of labor for highest op- 
portunities for development wo have 
much to encourage us. When wo look 
and see the distance still to be travelled, 
and the many difficulties in the way, I do 
not wonder that some grow faint-hearted. 
Oppression, degradation, sin, shame. No 
wonder we have our pessimists, who think 
the times wore never so hard. Hut when 
wo look back and see the distance already 
traversed — behold tho rocky snow-capped 
mountains of difficulty already crushed, 
our faith grows strong, our hopes brighter 
and wo become optimists at once. The 
times were never so good as to-day. No- 
tice sonic contrasts. Why, in the middle 
of the 17th century England had paro- 
chial laws preventing the laboring man 
leaving his own parish. Only as be would 
drive "bis master's wagon to the nearest 
market town would ho ever leave his na- 
tive village." " Wages were fixed by 
law so low that his family must be large- 
ly supported out of an allowance from the 
poor rate. " Recall "tho statute of labor- 
ers" enacted in the reign of Edward III., 
by which wages were tixed and vexatious 
regulations of various kinds imposed. By 
this law carpi :iters were to receive three- 
pence per day, freemasons, fourpence, and 
their 'knaves,' one penny halfpenny. By 
these statutes it was also decreed that 
'alliances and covines of carpenters and 
masons were to bo wholly annulled,' thus 
preventing the formation of trade unions 
or other organizations for the advantage 
of working people. They, also, had leg- 
islation prescribing the food of servants, 
limiting the amount artizans could pam- 
per yard for cloth, prescribing the length 
of their shoes, and other acts interfeung 
with personal rights. Contrast that with 
the laboring man's condition to-day. 

I believe there never was a time so 
fraught with blessings and full of pro- 
mise to the laboring man as to-day. 

While not blind to the woeful sights 
of modern civilization nor deaf to the 
cries of still suffering humanity, I yet can 
say: 

" The i;ood of .'indent times let, others state; 
I think it lucky I was born no late." 

Hot. I believe that the present good is 
only a promise of what shall be a kind 
of '' first fruits of the full coming har- 
vest." Hut this condition of society will 
be a growth. Tha present tree of, liberty 
had its seed planting, and then its long 
years of grow t h. It may be in blossom 
now, but it will take time to mature the 
fruit. No fairy wand or magic speecil 
can transform blossoms into fruit. The 
fruit must grow. Nevertheless, there 
are means by which growtli may be has- 
tened, means by which the lirst fruits 
may reach a fairer shape and richer fla- 
vor. Let us notice some of tho ways by 
which we may hasten these blessings: 

1st. And lirst 1 notice there is need of 
a spirit of unselfishness. Those who are 
seeking to uplift labor by reducing the 
hours of toil must seek it not for them- 
selves alone, but for all honest toil. While 
there must ever be a flexibility in tho ap- 
plication of any rule, a variation depend- 
ent upon that character of the work and 
special needs which for the time may 
change a general law, yet. the principle 
demanding reduction of tho hours of toil 
must be understood to bo of universal ap- 
plication. God will not bless, society 
will not support a movement narrowed 
down to any particular class or casot. It 
may be necessary to work for some one 
special object at a time, hut it should 
only lie that you might bo ready to take 
up another. It will not do to give tho 
mechanic an eight, hours day while the 
equally hard-working farmer is expected 
to work twelve. It is not, right that the 
husband should go to his work at eight, in 
the morning and return at livo at night - 
work completed for that day -while the 
wife of his love whom Cod's minister de- 
clared to form with him the ONE of wed- 
ded life, shall go her ceaseless round of 
household toil from livo in the morn ' till 
eight at night. I believe in that movement 
fortius reduction of the hoursof foil thatshall 
reach every member of the homo whethor 
they toil in the held, tho shop or at tho 
preside, and whether that toil be with 
iiuiselo or with brain. 
2. Again, tho time may bo hastened by 



proper organization. This is already 
being largely done and tho influence of 
thoso different societies are being widoly 
and wonderfully folt. But righ' hero is 
a danger, u danger that societies organ- 
ized to help the laborer shall hinder him 
in his struggle for his rights ; danger that 
societies organized to secure to earth's 
workers greater freedom shall prove their 
most unrelenting and aggressive tyrants. 
This must bo guarded against. No so- 
ciety has a right in personal matters to 
force any man's action. Each man should 
be free to ilecido and act without fear of 
physical harm. The only compelling per- 
missible is that of argument that, shall 
convince tho judgment and persuade tho 
will. 

3. Again, tho cauao will bo advanced 
by a right uso of tho leisure hours tho 
shorter days of labor will afford. Ono 
objection made is that the leisure hours 
will only afford so much more time for 
dissipation. To meet this objection tho 
workingmen must show by the wise 
uso of spare hours that such 
objections aro without, foundation. 
A certain socialistic gathering in one of 
the largo cities in the States had a ban- 
ner on which was inscribed " Our chil- 
dren cry for bread." At, the same 
gathering they had their many kegs of 
beer, abundant and free to all. The 
sympathy among the people who knew the 
facts for the hungry beer drinkers was 
not very deep. Let them gut, bread in- 
stead of beer for the crying children. To 
demand more hours for improvement 
while those we have are spent in disipa- 
tion is but to causu a sneer. Let them 
take tho time now worse than wasted for 
improvement, will be the reply. 

To gain their desire the laboring men 
must seek a higher degree of intelligence. 
To have that influence that shall " bring 
things to pass" demands knowledge. 
Say what you will, intelligence must and 
does rule. They have the numbers, now- 
let them obtain the knowledge. Lot, tho 
tho homes be tilled with papers and the 
best of books, for to-day you can get the 
best as cheap as the trash so often found 
in laborer's homes. Let the young men 
have discussions of living topics of the 
day, and the time now spent in tho 
saloons at cards or idly dreaming over 
the pipe bo spent in preparing for such 
debate. Prepare to till tho place tho 
privilege of the times already gives you. 
So shall you obtain more. 

5. Again, secure righteous laws - laws 
that shall help you to a higher life. But 
to secure these laws you will need righte- 
ous law-makers. These you may have if 
you wish; the case lies in your own hands. 
In this land you are kings. You appoint, 
the men who make the law. If tho dem- 
agog© instead of the honest man repre- 
sents you, if the tricky politician instead 
of the wise statesman sits in the legislative 
hall you have only yourselves to blame. 
The remedy is with you. Reform must 
begin with the reformers. We need in 
those who elect, that wb may have in 
those who are elected to rule our land, a 
higher nobler type of manhood. This is 
the demand of the hour. With Holland 
we may say : 

Cod give tis men ! A time like this demands 
Strong minds, great hearts, true faith, anil 

ready hands ; 
Wen whom tho hist, of ofllco does not kill ; 

Men whom t he spoils of olilce cannot buy ; 
Men who possess opinions and a will . 

Men who have honor, men who will not lie ; 
Men who can stand before a demagogue. 

And scorn his treacherous tlalteries without 
winking : 

Tall men. sun-crowned, who live above the to, 1 : 
lu public dury and in prlrato thinking. 

And, lastly, you need to extend the 
reiigion of the Lord Jesus Christ if you 
would accomplish your purpose to elevate 
and ennoble the laboring man. All other 
means combined do not equal this. 
Indeed, without this, I believe all others 
would utterly and ignominiously fail. 
Work in any but Bible lands is usually 
considered degrading, and the worker 
generally oppressed. In no place that I 
know outside of gospel lanes has there 
been an uplifting of the working man. it 
is where the teachings of tho gospel of 
Christ have been observed that tho sor- 
rows of earth's laborers have been as- 
suaged. It is whoro the example of 
Jesus Christ has been followed that 
earth's laborers have been ennobled. 

The humane institutions — tho asylums, 
tho hospitals, the houses of refuge, the 
homes for the aged, all such are only 
found in Christian lauds, and have, with 
few exceptions, been founded and sus- 
tained by professed followers of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Tho men wdio have been 
leaders in thoso great movements in the 
pas' for the uplifting of earth's workers 
have been those who professed to follow 
the teachings of Christ. Such men to- 
day are standard bearers of the laborers 
in their battle for their rights. I might 
give example of men in the past like 
Samuel Morley, "f the capitalists who so 
worked for the interest, of the laboring 
man to gut them better homes and higher 
wages and increased privileges under the 
law that, ho was called "the laboring 
man's friend ;" of Geo. Peabody, an 
American by birth, who devoted nearly 
all his wealth to the wants of tins humble 
ones of earth 1 might speak <n a Glad- 
stone, of a Lincoln, of a Garfield, who in 
political life had devoted time and wealth 
of mind to the betterment of those who 
work. I might refer to Christian men, 
men of wealth, who by their Christian 
conduct are showing how labor and capit- 
al can live in peace when governed by 
the spirit of Christian good. I refer to 
such men as Pillabao, of Minnesota, list- 
ley and Fairlunbt, uf Vermont, moil I 
know who employ large numbers of work- 
men and yet have no strikes. Why, the 
Biblo from beginning to end is full of 
lessons on this. The Old Testament had 
its enactments of law for the benefit of 
the laborer. Lev. 25-14 " Thow shall: not 
oppress ono another." Dent. 23-1(1, the 
servant that escapes from his master, 
"Thou shalt not oppress him." Dent. 24- 
14, "Thou shalt not oppress an hired 
servant that is poor and needy, whether 
he bo of thy brothorn or of thy strangers 
that are in thy hind Within thy gates." 

The New Testament is still more em- 
phatic in its trashing, If tho directions 
to servants and masters were followed wo 
should have no labor trouble. Why, 
the golden rule of our Saviour 
alone would settle all disputes, I tell 
you these great questions never will bo 
settled, and settled right, until settled 
according to the word of God. Not the 
cross bones is tho sign by which labor 
will get its rights, but the cross ; and 1 
holiovo this timo will como, for I beliovo 
in tho promises of God and the power of 
the gospel to win its way. 1 believe tho 
lirst fruits wo now oujoy is the assurance

Proceedings in the Magistrates' Court 
at Nanuimo Before Judge Harrison. 



Evidence Adduced -Accused Com- 
mitted for Trial at the Assizes- 



Ou Friday J. B. Greonwell, A Berto, 
Basile Vim on Diehite, J. Suggett, Joseph 
Garter, mid S. Mulder, striking miners at 
Wellington were charged before His 
Honor Stipendary Magistrate Harrison 
with having intimidated .). B. Hugo, a 
miner working at the Wellington colliery. 

Hon. C. E. Po .ley, Q.O., appeared for 
the prosecution, and Hun. A. Richards 
and Mr. Thomas Campbell, of Vancouver, 
were present Dii behalf <>f the defence. 
. The charge against tlie defendants as 
. v ie::ci was that they " wrongfully and 
without' lawful authority with a view to 
oompel Joa, Hugo, a workman working 
for Dunsmuir & Sons, colliery owners, 
in tlie colliery at Wellington, tlie said Jos. 
Hugo having the lawful right to work in 
Baid colliery, did beset and watch the 
place where the said .Jos. Hugo works, to 
wife, No. 5 shaft of tho Wellington collier- 
ies situate in the county of Nanaimo" &c. 

Hon. Mr. Richards announced that the 
defendants declined to be tried summar- 
ily, and elected lo be tried on an indict- 
able offence, and, if necessary, to go be- 
fore a jury. 

Mr. Pooloy asked to amend the present 
information or that a new one be laid. 

His Honor ruled that the present in- 
formation could stand. He was not 
bound by it. It would be his duty, if a 
prima facie case were made out, to com- 
mit for thu offence disclosed by the de- 
positions not by the information. 

The portion of the information regard- 
ing watching .J. B. Hugo at his work 
having been struck out, the evidence pro- 
ceeded with. 
V \V. A. Lindsay, sworn, deposed — I re- 
side at Wellington — a plan was then 
handed to him.

By Mr. Richards— 1 did not seethe 
defendant on the crossing as the cars 
came along; the men bad mi weapons 
with them, buChad some pretty big sticks, 
but did not use thorn; I have known thu 
road described about thru ! months; there 
has been no act >>f violonce of .any kind; 
I was at their meeting on Sunday, August

On Monday morning, 'hey inarched all 
round the different pus; thoy wore there- 
fore trespassing; alter tho ears went 
along they proceeded in drill ; on Tues- 
day they introduced an oliigy, and waited 
till the sold ers camo ; tiny did not ap- 
pear to bo very much frightened. 

A. Sharp di'posod -I reside at Welling- 
ton ; I am assistant manager at thu 
mines ; on Monday, August 4th, 1 was 
walking along tlie track to No. 5 shaft ; 
when 1 came towards the crossing 1 found 
a crowd of men gathered there ; J stood 
there for the purpose of noticing who 
thoy were ; at that time 1 saw J. Sug- 
gett, B. Van en Dichito and Molzor. 



His Honor hero discovered that one of 
tho defendants was missing, which 

CAUSED CONSIDERABLE COMMOTION, 

but ho was eventually discovered enjoy- 
ing a smoke, and brought into court and 
placed in charge of a constable. 

Thu witness proceeding — While 1 was 
waiting there tho engine came along and 
tho crowd dispersed, so 1 got on tho on- 
line and wont to No. 5 shaft ; after that 
I walked down towards the junction ; I 
saw live or six of tho men standing there ; 
when I got 1 DO yards from thu junction I 
hoard the men making considerable 
noiso ; I started to run, and met a num- 
ber of men going towardd the cabins ; I 
did not recognize tho defendants among 
them except Mr. Carter; at tho junction 
1 heard one voice call out, " blackleg and 
s— of b— :" 1 do not know which man 
Bang out. 

By Mr. Richards — I have been assist- 
ant manager since December last ; 1 have 
not seen a breach of thu poace ; 1 don't 
know what is the cause of tho strike ox- 
they won't work ; 1 have only heard ru- 
mors about it. 

Mr. Pooley. - Had you any reason to 
think a breach of tho poace might have 
been committed- yes.

Joseph Blair, sworn — 1 am a miner, liv- 
ing and working at Wellington, and on 
August 4 we were kept down half an hour 
later than usual ; as wc went home in tho 
cars we passed a crowd of men, who ran 
after us and shouted out " blackleg and s— 

of 1) ;" 1 saw Carter at the junction, 

but none of the other defendants, Carter 

siid, "you blacklegs— of b , we will 

get you yet ; " I was sitting in front of tho 
cars ; I could not say I saw any of the de- 
fendants at that time, but saw them drilling 
'• let in the afternoon; was not sure which 
u as the man that was drilling tbem; Mr. 
Berto was acting general ; when I ran J was 
not afraid of getting hurt, but I did not 
want to be insulted ; I did not intend to be 
ruled by a few of the leaders they have got, 
and so 1 went to work, and intend to do so. 

By Mr. Richards —Nobody was hurt there; 

1 only saw Carter near the junction ; if it 
hail not been for the locomotive I don't 
know what the men would have done. 

J. 15. Thomas corroborated the statement 
of the previous witness, but, in addition, 
saiil he saw all the defendants making to- 
wards the junction. 

J. W. Lewis gave evidence similar to the 
previous witness; I heard one or two men 

sing out, " We'll tix the black leg s of 

b ;" 1 was afraid they would hurt the 

men in the mines. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Richards- The 
crowd could have caught the miners if they 
wanted to at thu pit head. 

The evidence for the prosecution having 
been completed the court rose for an hour. 

After recess Hon. Mr. Richards asked 
that the case be dismissed, holding that the 
charge in the information had not been 
prima facie sustained. He quoted authori- 
ties to show that .some of tho decisions 
quoted by the prosecution had been recently 
overruled, 

His honor ruled that he was not bound 
to confine himself to the proving of the 
charge laid down in the information. This 
was an inquiry on an indictable charge, and

Hon. Mr. Richards said ho should re 
servo tho evidence for the defence till the 
trial.

His honor said the indictment might 
be fir some other offence disclosed 
by the depositions, and not the of- 
feme charged in the information. Before 
fixing the amount of bail it will bo advisable 
to ascertain if conduct such as sworn to by 
the witnesses for the prosecution was to bo 
continued by the members of the union or 
association. He considered that the drilling 
and processions with banners and images of 
men hanging from callows were unlawful. That 
there we re different ways of intimidation. A 
man might bo pretending to beg and ut the 
same time be guilty of robbery. The pro- 
cessions, to his mind, were unlawful. Wily 
were they constantly held in that particular 
place, passing through the company's pro- 
perty and between the houses where tho 
families of tho men w ho wero working wero 
living V Why were they conducted in a 
military manner and with singing about 
arming and putting down tho tyrants, -Sic, 
and with threatening language. If wb.it the 
witnesses said were true, they bad good rea- 
son in fear. The women wero not beaten, 
bul it precautions bad not been taken they 
V. ry likely would have been injured. 

Mr. Cartel There has never been any of 
the union men running through the houses; 

have never caused any obstructions. It is a 
base conspiracy. Mr. Alex. Dufisimiir told 
men wtcK ago he would do this.

Mr. Keith said ho was not an officer of 
tho union. 

1 lis Honor then called cm Mr. Uoyeu, the 
president of t he association, who said ho 
would advise the men not to continue their 
processions in Wellington. He then ad- 
dressed the Belgians through the inter- 
preter; " You miners are not compelled by 
law to work if you do not wish to, neither 
is the owner of tho mine compelled to 
employ you if he does not choose to. The 
owner cannot force you to work, and you 
have no right to compel him to hire you. 
You must not use intimidation to him or to 
his workmen. If any of .you follow his 
workmen ubout from pluce to phiee ; if you 
follow them in a disorderly way with 
others, it is unlawful, if yon threaten thom 
or their wives or families ; you must not by 
force or intimidation try to compel thom to 
abstain from doing; anything they have n 
le«al right to do ; and they have- a legal 
right to work in these mines if thoy think 
proper. The men have a legal right to 
form Trades Unions. They can give them 
illegal status by registering them; llicro 
are laws providing for this and for proper 
accounts being kepi of the moneys 
they receive und the purposes for which 
they are expended. But if miy body of 
men — it makes no muttOI whether lliey 
call themselves a trades union or by any 
other name — agree together to entry out 
thoir aims by doing unlawful acts thoy are 
guilty of conspiring— a serious offonce and 
heavily punishable. As regards public 
highways, there is no right to bold meetings 
on public highways, nor to drill and prac- 
tice military evolutions unlawfully, nor will 
u procession be a lawful one mutely because 



it marches on a public highway. Time and 
plaee have to be taken into consideration, 
and also the object und manner of the 
procession. You must distinctly understand 
that if you men dare to endeavor to carry 
out your ends unlawfully, you must hi' put 
down with a strong hand. Every consid- 
eration has been shown you. You have 
been advised by Mr. Planta unci Col. Holmes 
not to keep up these processions iii that 
place. It. has been stated that if you were 
ordered nol to hold them you would stop 
doing so. You can bold your meetings in 
proper plac es, but should not do so as you 
have been doing. 

The amount of bail was fixed at for 
each defendant, and sureties for $125 for 
each of tbem.

In the business dispute, which occu- 
pies bo large a purl of tho attention of tho 
peoplo of this province, the natural and 
the praiseworthy desire of nearly ovory 
utiu is that it should be settled amicably 
and speedily. They ask naturally, wi.y 
do not tho parties concerned submit their 
differences to competent arbitrators? 
But when they coiuo to see that they 
really differ on only ono point, and on 
that point a compromise is impossible, 
they will find that mi arbitration is not 
so simple and so easy na they at lirst be- 
lieved. A settlement cannot bo arrived 
at unless one or other gives way— con- 
cedes tho whole matter in dispute. Which 
shall do this, tho mine-owners or the 
strikers ? Where tire the arbitrators to 
be found who shall decide this point ? 

THE TRUE ISSUE. 



ABOUT ARBITKA 'HON. 

We see that the meeting in the Phil- 
harmonic Hall on Saturday evening re- 
commended the Messrs. Dunsmuir and 
their late employes to submit the mat- 
ters in dispute between them to arbitra- 
tion. If those matters related to the pre- 
cautions necessary to make the mine safe 
to work in, or the remuneration to bo ro- 
ocived by the men, or the treatment they 
received at tho hands of the foremen and 
other? in authority, tho hours of labor or 
other matters about which a compromise 
could be made, it would be judicious in 
the well-wishers of both parties to recom- 
mend arbitration; hut, as according to 
Tully Boyce, " the whole trouble lies 
in the refusal of the company to recog- 
nize organized labor," it is hard to see 
what there ia to arbitrate upon. The 
Mossrs. Dunsmuir have said that they 
will not permit the Union to interfere in 
any way with the arrangements of the 
mine or with tho agreements which they 
■take with tho men whom they employ. 
They tire firm on that point. Mr. Bry- 
den, speaking no doubt for the Company, 
said to tho Times' reporter that ho posi- 
tively refused to recogni/.o the pit com- 
mittee, and Mr, Boyce, on Saturday night, 
said that until they did " the trouble 
at Wellington would never be raised." 

Hero wc have both parties giving their 
ultimatum, Ono saying we will not re- 
cognize organized labor, and the other 
insisting as a necessary condition that 
organized labor must be recognized. 
Where is the diplomist who can BUggest 
a modus vivendi between parties so 
diametrically opposed to each other and so 
determined each to have his own way, as 
those ? Arbitrators would be simply 
wasting their time in considering the 
question in depute. It is very ques- 
tionable if either party would consent to 
an arbitration if the possibility of its 
receding from the position it now occupies 
made a condition of consent. And how- 
can there bo an arbitration cm such a 
question if neither of tho parties to tho 
dispute is willing to make any concession 
or will not consent to the only terms on 
which arbitration is possible I 

There 'iro a good many people in the 
■world who find it very easy to settle 
everybody's disputes and difficulties ei- 
oopt their own. They cannot see why 
other people do not give and take, but 
when it comes to asking them to give 
way, in any dispute of their own, they are 
firm as rocks. 

There are others who hate disputation 
and who are not too fond of thinking 
who are great admirers of tho "golden 
me>in." " Tho truth" they declare, lies 
between extremes." The middle courso 
is best. It never soetns to occur tu them 
that one sido can bo absolutely right and 
tho other side absolutely wrong. Five and 
four mako nine," says A. " No," says B 
hotly, " five and four makos eight." An 
argument ensues in which much eloquence 
is wasted and some temper lost. who 
has boon listening to the debate, and who 
#ould liko to see it ended in a friendly 
way, interposes and says with a depreca- 
tory smile, "gentlemen, you are both 
wrong. Tho truth lies botweon tho ex- 
tremes, fivo and four makos just eight 
and a half. " Thin is very aggravating to 
tho disputant, wht knows he is right, and 
he becomes almost o ild when ho finds that 
fivo out of six of tho audience aides with 
the compromising C, and believe that ho 
is right. Of course tho question in dis- 
pute is hardly ovor as siruplo u ono as 
that which wo have used as an illustra- 
tion, but the decision arrivod at by the 



It seems to us that the question which 
has been raised by the Wellington strike 
is whether or not employers of labor arc 
in the future to carry on thoir businesses 
according to their own ideas of what is 
right, or must they be compelled to sub- 
mit to tho interference of labor organiza- 
tions, Is there, or is there not, to be 
perfect freedom ill t ho transaction of 
business ? Can one party coerce tho 
other into accepting its terms I 

Stripped of all side issues and all per- 
sonal considerations, these are tho ques- 
tions which tho present struggle is to 
decide. The Dunsmuirs are contending 
for freedom of action on the part of 
employers, and the Union is striving for 
power to compel employers to recognize 
their organization. 

The facts of the Wellington contest 
show clearly that this is the issue. The 
milling firm refused to concede tho con- 
ditions submitted by their employes 
backed by the Union. The employes 
immediately struck work. So far both 
parties were within their rights. When 
the firm re-opened their mines the em- 
ployes made demonstrations tit the mines. 
No demonstrations had been made since 
tho strike occurred until then. What 
was tho object of those demonstrations ? 
The leaders of the strikers say that they 
were peaceable ; that they were gotten 
up merely to cjiow the world that the 
strike was still on, while their newspaper 
organ declared that (heir object was to 
shame tho men who went to work in op- 
position to the decision of the Union. 

The mine owners and their employes 
on the other hand declare that the object 
was to annoy the men who went to work 
and to prevent the mines being operated, 
and that violence was plainly intended. 
They say that threats were made, that 
insulting language was used, and that the 
manner of the men who took part in the 
processions was Buch that they feared 
violence would ho done to them. Those 
to whom the language was addressed, 
who heard what was said and who saw 
the looks and the bearing of the men, 
are unanimously of this opinion. 

Impartial men outside ask why were 
the processions formed at that particular 
time? Why was insulting language used 
towards the men, and what was the 
meaning of the effigy of a man hanging 
on a gallows which was carried in the 
strikers' procession ? The object of tho 
strikers was evident, by what they said and 
did. It clearly was to do all they 
could to prevent work in the mines being 
recommenced and continued. The men 
may have thought that they could do this 
legally. It is surprising to us that their 
leaders, who appear to be men of more 
than average intelligence, should have 
entertained this idea for a single moment. 
Their common sense Bhould have told 
them that a series of acts in! tided to 
obstruct and annoy men while carrying 
mi their lawful business could not lie 
allowed. Such assemblies could not be 
permitted mi any pretence. Men who 
are doing their lawful work in a lawful 
way must be protaotod by t he constituted 
authorities, and any attempt to intimidate 
or coerce them must he put down with a 
strong hand. 

It is as much the workinginan's interest 
that there should be perfect freedom in 
the land to work or to refrain from work- 
ing as it is that of the employers. A 
country cannot bo called free in which 
men are not able to carry on their busi- 
ness without interference from either in- 
dividual citizens or organizations of citi- 
zens. To disobey tin; order and to act in 
contravention of the rules and regulations 
of a labor union fire not offences of which 
the law takes cognizance. Labor unions 
do not possess the power, under the law, 
to discipline or to punish those who 
disregard their orders or oppose thoir 
policy, and when tiny labor organization 
lakes upon itself to do this it places itself 
outside the law and above tho law. Can 
the people of this province afford to have 
an imperium in imperio like this? Are 
not tho laws, which all are bound to obey, 
sufficient for the good government of a 
community ? Is it not best and safest to 
regulate all its affairs, political, social and 
economic, as far us they need regulating, 
by law ? Wo think so. 

Now, when tho Union at Nanaimo or 
Wellington constituted itsolf into a tri- 
bunal to roguhito tho affairs of tho Wel- 
lington mino, and when it authorized or 
permitted tho men who formed the pro- 



cession to cany out their regulations, was 
it not taking upon itsolf a function which 
no Buch body should be allowed to exer- 
cise ? 

We are satisfied that the cause of labor 
does not require the commission of un- 
lawful acts or tho arrogation on tho part < f 
labor unions of powers which even lawful 
authority does not take upon itself to exer- 
cise. Under British rule no government 
could prevent Dunsmuir it Sons opening 
their mines, provided they had complied 
with till that the law requires to make 
their mines safe. No government would 
chro attempt to prevent men doing their 
lawful work. If a Government inter- 
fered with business in this way it would 
bo condemned as tyrannical, and men 
would consider it their duty to deprive it 
of power if they had to resort to force in 
order to effect their purpose. 

Is any private organization to be justi- 
fied in doing a'hat a government dared 
not attempt I Are acts which would be 
regarded as intolerably oppressive if done 
by a government to be borne with and 
just ilied if done by a labor union or by 
individual workingmen i If it would be 
considered patriotic to resist a govern- 
ment which abused its powers to oppress 
individuals, or those who resist the tyr- 
anny of their fellow-citizens to he re- 
garded .and treated as evil-doers and ene- 
mies <>f the public welfare 'I 

Dunsmuir it Sons and the Union are 
engaged in a struggle. Each has its rights, 
and the law is above them both. The 
community of which they both form a 
part views the contest with interest and 
some anxiety. As long as the contest- 
ants keep within the law no one litis any 
right to interfere. But as soon as either 
of them transgresses, it is the duty c ,f ti lt . 
authorities to interpose to protect the 
one whoso rights are assailed. The 
amount of protection afforded, as long as 
it is sufficient's a matter of very little con- 
sequence. Hut. it is of great importance 
that it should be sufficient. Insufficient 
protection is in many cases worse than no 
protection at all. 

The law up to now has been vindicated. 
Freedom of action has boon secured to 
to all. An attempt, exceedingly ill-judged, 
as we think, has been made to hamper 
the authorities in tho performance of their 
duty, We trust that it. will not be suc- 
cessful, and that any attempt on tho part 
of either party to intimidate or coerce the 
other will be met promptly and with an 
adequate force. 



A ME AX ATTACK. 

Yesterday's Times contains an attack 
on Mr. J. B. Hugo, one of the Welling- 
ton miners who did not join in thestrike, 
that is wholly unjustifiable. Tho TimeB 
represents Mr. Hugo as being paralyzed 
by "coward fears." It is a pity that tiie 
editor did not glance at the account given 
by his own reporter of the light in w hich 
the demonstrations were regarded by all 
tho miners who are at work, and how 
they felt when they were chased and 
hooted by the strikers. 

" While," said he, "not looking to be 
meu of a class to lie afraid, and who evi- 
dently would resent the imputation of 
cowardice, they wine all unanimous in 
stating that they believed that the pres- 
ence of the military was necessary to 
preserve peace. They said it was not 
pleasant to go to work and bear the hoots 
and yells of an angry and unruly mob, 
and not know wdiat moment they might 
be attacked." 

When it is seen that all the men, wit li- 
mit iv single exception, fearetl violence, it 
is very contemptible to single out ono 
man for vilification and denunciation. 
It is evident that the Times has so much 
sympathy to lavish on the processionists 
that it has none left for tho men against 
whom the demonstration was made. Vet, 
tli.' men working in the mines were fry- 
ing to earn an honest living without giv- 
ing offence to any one. 



IH)Ih;ix<; THE QUESTION. 

A feu days ago, t he Times said. " We 
have no quarrel with the Messrs. Duns- 
muir aside from thoir public acts." We 
wanted to know what those "public 
acts" were, but the Times, being unable 
to point them out, was for a day or two 
discreetly silent, hut, getting a new hand 
at the bellows, it on Saturday says : 
"That The Colonist does not know that 
any act of a private company can be of 
public concern." The new hand, no 
doubt, considered this misstatement of 
the question exceedingly clever. Wo 
know perfectly well that a private com- 
pany and a private individual can per- 
form acts that are of groat public con- 
corn. Such acts are being committed 
everyday. A private company can de- 
fraud its creditors, and a private indi- 
vidual can set fire to his hotiso. These 
acts >ire of public concern. But, wo ask, 
is it any concern of tho public what, for 
instance, are the terms on which the 
Times Company hires its employes, and 
the hours which they agree to work ? 
Those are, we contond, not matters of 
public concern. We are curious to know 
on wdiat public acts of tho Messrs. Duns- 
muir does the Tiinus ground its " quar- 
rel " with those gentlemen. A plain and 
direct answer to this simple question 
would be much more satisfactory than 
any number of blows aimed at a man of 
straw of its own construction.

THE COUNCIL AT BUSINESS. 

The Sewerage Bylaw Fussed ami Other Gen- 
eral Business f runnucteU— Tko Fire 
Department's Jurisdiction. 

When the city council meets with the de- 
termination to do work, they can get through 
a good deal in a short time. Last night the 
council at its special meeting settled prac- 
tically down and got through the sewerage 
by-law, which is to be seen in another 
column. The clauses were considered seria- 
tim and passed. The same process was gone 
through with the by law for the sale of the 
Deluge engine-house. In connection with 
the vote of the electors on these measures, 
Mr. W. K. Bui! was appointed returning 
officer with the following deputies : Frank 
Sylvester, Yates street wind ; I'eter Sweng- 
er, James Bay ward; Thomas Deurberg, 
Johnson street ward. 

The question of the sale of James Bay 
Hats was again before the council, and after 
some discussion the clerk was instructed to 
request the. city lawyers to communicate 
with the Dominion authorities with a view 
to obtaining that portion west of the bridge 
so as to include the full extent of Govern- 
ment street. 

Lighting fires on the beach the council 
considers dangerous, and complaints having 
been received of the existence of such a 
practice, tho police will receive instructions 
to act summarily against offenders. 

The subject, of lire suggested to Aid. 
Wilson that the tire department were pro- 
ceeding beyond their jurisdiction in attend- 
ing to fires outside the city limits to ex- 
tinguish fires on property the taxes of 
which were collected by the local govern- 
ment.

THE DMINEK8ITY OF B.C., LITER- 
ATES, &C. 

To the Editor — Y> ur correspondent 
" Alma Mater " in yesterday's Colonist 
says that whether the representatives of 
St. Augustine's College, Canterbury, can 
hold thoir own with University graduates, 
" or their (sio) perfectly trained Presby- 
terian brethren of the ministry, the 
public must judge" — may I assure 
"Alma Mater" that his letter has made 
the judgment nil easy ono tor the public? 

His first sentence is; "Could your 
article of tho 12th on the B.C. University 
have been aeon by tho alumni of St. 
Augustine's College, and (sic) honorably 
distinguished in every dependency of tho 
British Empire and (sic) numbering 
amongst them (sic) bishops, canons, 
and dignitaries of our church 
(what church) it would be news 
indeed to them (sic), and if it did not 
"take them down a peg" it would bo bo- 
caus.o they could not be then (when I) 
' hoodwinked ' before the public by you." 
That sentence is picturesque; foundation, 
gitblcs, windows and roof, all being 
harmingly thrown together, and blend- 
i d with one another. 

However, mixed English and eccentric 
grammar are pleasing company ; but 
equivocal statements are things to be 
m tenuously avoided. "Alma Mater" says 
i hat St. Augustine's college, or school, 
only .some -12 years old, has produced 
"bishops, archdeacons, canons," etc., from 
which wo arc led to infer that some 
bishops of the Church of England are 
" Literates," and members of St. Augus- 
ts uu's College. Now, if Lord Salisbury 
or Mr. Gladstone wore to make a "Li'er- 
uto" a bishop there would bo a revoke 
ton in England. 

" Alma Ala or " asks, with innocent as- 
tonishment, how can successful students 
from St. Augustine's be called " Lite- 
rates?" Well, if he will look at pages 
(i!)7 and 608 of the larger edition of 
Whittaker, ho will (ind that, .so far back 
us l(J04,by the 58 Canon, such clergymen 

;is are graduates (commonly called 
Literates) aro bidden to wear decent tip- 
pots of black, so it be not white ; 
and that later on convocation ordered 
that all the " theological colleges " should 
be allowed to near hoods, "black, but, 
not silk." In the same connection Whit- 
taker intimates that so clever have 
Li • era t es become that it is difficult to 
d stillguish th ir hoods from the "corded 
silks of their more ambitious brethren," 
but it is easy enough for us to pick them 
out when they write letters to Tin: 
Colonist. 

For thu last dozen years, in every num- 
ber, Whittaker lias been plaintively stat- 
ing that literates " are now increasing," 
■ .■.<! in the same connection an eminent 
clergyman sf 'he Chinch of England lately 
wrote that " two years at St. Bees, with 
a moderate stock of information to begin 
with ; a simi'ar discipline tit the Birken- 
head Institute" (St, Albans), — these are 
the preliminaries to ordination, and few 
ure too illiterate to fultill them." 

In the life i f Dr. Kraser, the late 
Bishop of Manchester, which has just 
keen published, i' appears that in one of 
ol his official charges' ho said:-" It is 
3U -prising with what little intellectual 
preparation young men sometimes Peek 
•lie ministry of Christ,'' for Lancashire 
being a fast-increasing county swarms 
with Literates. 

The great increase of Literates from 
the .'SO or 40 theological colleges or 
schools caused the Church of Scotland, 
some six or seven years ago, to pass a 
resolution in the general assembly to re- 
fuse to admit any clergyman of the 
Church of England into r he Presbyterian 
dhurch without going through u very 
strict examination, "because they are 
often so imperfectly educated." So, 
then, it. is not to be wondered at that 
thu "British Co! obia University Ad," 
passed by Mr. Duck, was framed so as to 
exclude Li erates whether they came from 
■St. AugU3tines, or St. Albans, or St. Bees, 
i r from Islington, or Leeds, or Cud- 
dosdon. 

J may Stty, in one linn word, that no 
one has been registered as a Member of 
'oiivc cation under the British Columbia 
I'niversit.y Act who i.-i not a graduate of 
a British University, and that, conse- 
quently, net one of tho tllumini of Sr. 
Angus ine's is registered.

How Bishop Bockwith Obtained 
Deoent Burial for a Spy. 



©no aK the Uoblo Domls of n Clergyman 

Who Know Neither Tour Nor Preju- 
dice— How He Trloil to Save the 
Life of a Northern Soldier. 

Bishop Bockwith was ono of tho mon 
who know no four, says tho Atlanta 
Constitution, and during all tho years 
ho served as chaplain on General Polk's 
stall ho was never known to swerve 
from tho path which he considered duty 
marked out for him. A striking exam- 
ple of tho determination of his character 
was given toward tho close of the war, 
when, In defiance of tho findings of a 
court-martial and in opposition to tho 
sentiment of the entire army, he used 
every effort to savo tho lifo of a spy. 

It was during tho last year of tho 
Confederacy that, a man was found loit- 
ering about General folk's headquar- 
ters, lie was unable to answer the ques- 
tions put to him satisfactorily, and, as 
his whole bearing proclaimed him a 
Northerner, immediately it was said: 
"Thisman is a spy. Lot him bo hanged." 

A drum-head court-martial listened to 
the testimony, and as the prisoner could 
only bring forward his unsupported as- 
sertion that ho was innocent he was 
quickly sentenced to bo banged. 

It was while the prisoner was waiting 
to bo executed that Bishop Bockwith 
heard of the case and hurried to offer 
what consolation lie could. Something 
in the story hi' was told by the con- 
demned man convinced the chaplain 
that there was some truth in tho story 
ho had listened to, and by tho exercise 
of his wonderful eloquence he procured 
a now trial. 

The accused man's unsupported testi- 
mony was, however, not sufficient to 
convince a court, composed of stern sol- 
diers as it had tho man of Cod. and he 
was again found guilty and sentenced to 
bo hanged tho next day. 

All tho intervening hours the Bishop 
passed preparing I lie condemned spy 
for tho dreadful ordeal through which 
ho was to pass, and he even consented 
to go as far as the gallows witli the man 
ho had tried to save, though lie could 
not bring himself to promiso that ho 
would stand by and see tho execution 
performed. 

In the gray light of tho breaking day 
a dismal procession took its way to tho 
borders of the camp. In the midst of 
tho soldiers marched a man with his 
arms pinioned behind him and by his 
side was tho friend he bad found in tho 
midst of his enemies, striving to com- 
fort the doomed man in that hour of his 
sore trial. 

Not until the rope was around his 
neck did tho clergyman turn away, so 
as to avoid seeing tho death struggle, 
and as soon as it was over lie hurried 
back to render tho last services possi- 
ble and seo that Christian burial was 
given tho lifeless clay. 

About tho foot of the gallows tho 
soldiers stood looking at tho swaying 
body. There was no pity in their hearts 
for the life cot off in its prime, and 
when the chaplain asked them to cut 
down the body anil plauo it in the rude 
coffin which had been prepared, tbey 
all turned away, saying: "lie was a 
spy: lot him hang thero till he rots." 

\Vhon the chaplain found all his en- 
treaties usoless ho advanced with a 
knife and quietly but with determina- 
tion commenced cutting down the body. 

Every man there had received some 
kindness from the clergyman, and they 
all loved him well. When they saw 
that he was in earnest reluctantly they 
lent their aid, and in a fow moments tho 
body was lying on the grass. 

Under the same forco of example the 
soldiers oven consented to place tin* 
corpse in the coffin, but dig a grave for 
a convicted spy was asking too much of 
them, and they mfused absolutely to 
even mako a beginning. 

Without a word of upbraiding or com- 
plaint Chaplain Beckwith procured a 
spado and commenced digging. One by 
one the hearts of tho men softened at; 
tho sight of their brave pastor perform- 
ing, for duty's sake, such an unusual' 
task, and soon a big soldior who had 
boon earnest in his assertion that tho j 
"spy should bo left for the buzzards to 
food on," took tho spado from his hands 
and continued tho work. 

When the coffin was finally lowered 
Chaplain Keck with road tho Christian 
burial service, and saw to it that a 
wooden cross was placed at the brad of 
tho mound, 

After tlio war nous of the mannor by 
which tho spy received the last olficea 
of the church was carried North and 
finally reached tho dead man's family 
Their gratitude has never abated, and 
even now tho Bishop of Georgia fre- 
quently receives lottors from a distant 
Now England home bearing over-re- 
newed thanks for the kindness shown 
the enemy of his country while he 
lived, and the determination hi' dis- 
played in burying him after ho was ex- 

outod. 

A Talking Canary Bird. 
A raro curiosity is owned in Phoenix, 
R. I., by Miss Ida Colvin. It is a llartz 
mountain canary which talks. It was 
brought to its present homo about tho 
same time a young parrot was pur- 
chased. The two birds have been in 
their respective cages, side by side, al- 
ways, and while the parrot has caught 
some of the singing notes of tho canary 
the latter lias learned to enunciate 
plainly from its feathered friend. It 
has learned thus far only two sentences, 
which are "Sweot little Dicky bird" and 
"O, poor Billy!" but they are spokon with 
startling distinctness and intonation.

Wo were settled in a small town 
and had just fitted up tho dearest littlo 
cottage homo you over saw, into every 
detail of which— in coloring, draping 
and furnishing— 1 had put my wdiolo 
soul and whatever artistic instinct I bad 
been endowed with.
